In these little receiving stations, 
wounds such as severe hemorrhage, 
etc., are attended to, patients tagged 
with card telling of their Injuries and 
then transported to the field dressing 
stations which are located five or six 
miles from 'the firing line. 

These stations have accessory tents 
for overflow— time aftar time they are 
obliged to care for twice the number 
for which they are equipped. 

The fourth stage in the history of 
the severely wounded Is at the clear- 
ing hospital, which is" located ti|ion 
some line of railway, and from which 
the patients are conveyed to the large 
general hospital, usually some fifty 
miles In rear of the fighting line. But 
this Journey from the, clearing hos- 
pital to the general is no peaceful and 
tranquil trip. Hallways In Uie war 
zone are utilized primarily for trans- 
porting munitions of all kinds-— not 
for broken and u*el?as humanity. Thus 
this journey is characterised by many 
and frequent side-trackings. May be 
the hospital train will travel for two 
miles and then be shunted on to a 
jldlng, while troop trains, train loads 
of ammunition, food, etc., are being 
dnmpatdhod toi 8he ocene of strUp. 
However, oven this gruesome spectacle 
has some cheering aspects, for at all 
these Httle siding's are soup kitchens 
and fted Cross nurses to attend to the' 
comforts of the men and to see that 
they get well-mad i nourishing hot 
soup. 

The general hospital, such as McGill 
is sending, consists norm illy of five 
Tiundred and twenty be:ls, but al a few 
hours' notice may have to extend its 
service and spread out its equipment 
to succor almost twice that number. 

The last stop, save one, is the bafts' 
hospital, which, frequently Is a large 
ship fitted up to be a floating hospital 
for transporting the wounded from the 
French coast to Knglnnd (the Kmpre«n 
of Asia, of the C.P.R. line is In this 
service now). 

The last stage in the career of the 
wounded Is at the convalescent home, 
usually a palatial home of the no- 
bility. 

Dr. Elder observed among other 
things, that the man who gets shot 
through the head or heart Is a lucky 
one In this war. Those who are 
wounded may have 10 be unattended 
for days, and whether French or Her- 
man w Kngltsh, thJy need all the 
sympathy we can giv. 
< A great many of ihe operations are 
done under local .in i."dhetics, for the 
shocks from ether, etc., s too great. 
If the patients rally from the operation, 
their recovery Is remarkably speedy, 
for they are all healthy young men.

A Cure for Slums 

The Reading Camp Association is an organization, all loo little 
known, which has achieved an immense amount of good in the work 
which it has been carrying on in dealing with the instruction of for- 
eigners and others who find themselves employed in railway con- 
struction or mining work, far from any place where they may reap 
the benefits of education. At the different construction centres, 
reading camps have been established, each in charge of a compe- 
tent person with an unused boxcar or log cabin as his school. In 
this way the Reading Camp Association is accomplishing great 
strides towards the improvement of the equipment of Canada's new- 
er citizens. 

With commendable energy, the secretary of the Association. 
Alfred Fitzpatrick, B.A., has recently set in motion a movement 
which seems to be possibly of equal value, and especially so at the 
present time when we appear to be faced with the problem of the 
unemployed as never before. Mr. Fitzpatrick has evolved an idea 
which should certainly be brought to the attention of any body 
which finds itself called upon to deal with this ever-present problem. 
He suggests that instead of permitting the immigrants whom we 
have gone to so much expense and trouble to secure, to crowd the 
tenement houses of our cities "like human pats," they should be 
transferred to the vast heritage which we possess in our Northland 
to undertake the settlement of the millions of acres lying vacant. In 
this way a double purpose might be served. The development of 
the newer portions of our territory might proceed with greater speed 
and at the same time our cities be rid of what Mr. Fitzpatrick 
terms "an eating cancer on the body politic." 

As the fulfillment of this suggestion would necessarily take con- 
siderable time. Mr. Fitzpatrick urges that as a temporary measure 
of relief each farmer should billet an unemployed man or woman 
for three months, giving his guest "the prrvilegc of doing enough 
chores to enable him to retain his independence." There seems 
much to be commended in this scheme, should it prove practicable. 
It only remains for tire farmers of Canada to show their patriotism 
and love of fair play by aiding the furtherance of a project which 
would appear to deserve more than passing recognition as a cure for 
slum conditions. ' .

I which wei-e not Included In 
the actual rules. Must of the other 
changes had lo do with a general e'.arl- 
rication, ihu spirit nf I h<S rules not be- 
ing tillered, but some slight changes 
in wording were ordsred. There wero 
many freak recommendations before 
ihe committee which came frnm all 
parts nf the country, but ihey did nut 
find any favor. 

The new provision with regard to tho 
forw |l rd pass has m do with passing 
mu uf bounds as a method of gaining 
distance when the défonça presented 
Is luu strung. The custom was very 
pn-valeiil during Hu- past season, and 
it was thought t'i H it worked a mea- 
sure m" Injustice against the oppos- 
ing eleven. The pass could be made 
wiih a fair degree uf accuracy, with 
the result that Hie ball went to the. 
opposing eleven sometimes under Its 
own goal posts. There was not any 
opportunity m overcome the advantage 
of the play except by Interception; and 
thai was a remote possibilité, Il was 
argued thai a kick was less certain 
of accomplishment than the pass, and 
if it did not go right and lauded mi 
the gridiron the opposing eleven would 
have ihe opportunity of running It 
back. Under the new arrangement 
the pass In such an installée in prac- 
tically abolished. The rule now pro- 
vides that any forward pass which 
goes out of bounds shall be considered 
an uncompleted forward pass, whe- 
ther il strikes a player on not. and If it 
occurs on Hie fourth ''down the ball 
shall go to the oppo.tenls at the point 
of the last iine of scrimmage. Under 
the old rule the bail wan brought 
back into the playing field ul the point 
Where it crossed the side ine. 

The question of numbering the plny- 
i is. which has been advo-.-ataed during 
the past two season.', received favor- 
able action fr un the committee, but 
it was not made inaiidatoory. It lakes 
Hu- form nf a recommendation which, 
nf course, ihe colle.jf.'S can accept or 
ignore, luit Ii is IJkely thai with the 
scheme ba ving i be official approval uf 
i lu- I îules Committee considered that it 
could uni place such a condition as a 
part of ihe playing rales nf Hie game, 
as it would lie a difficult thing to de- 
fine ils limits. If it had been made 
a part of the rules there would un- 
doubtedly have had Had a lo be definite 
stipulation of the size of the numbers 
and perhaps of the nie t hod of number- 
ing, and ii was HtousTiit the mere re- 
commendation nf numbering would 
cause less confusion, letting each col- 
lege follow its desires. 

Another question which was con- 
sidered by the commtlL'C was thai of 
sending substitutes Into the game, arm- 
ed with Instructions from the coaches; 
Ii was realised thai this was an evil 
I which it would be difficult to enforce, 
A resolution was passed, however, de- 
precating such n method of gaining an 
advantage. 

In ihe future no ^substitution of 
players will be permitted except at the 
beginning nf a period. Under the old 
rule this hold true for the first three 
periods nf a game but in the fourth 
period men could bo sent in any time. 
The new rule eliminates this feature. 
It was the working of the old rule 
which practically enabled Yale to win 
over Crincolon, for the veterans wlm 
bad been taken out were sent back 
during the fourth period, when the 
Tigers rallied,'

W. T. I'.rldge.s, who al Ihe time 
nf Lord Kitchener's nversens tour of 
Inspection was Australia's representa- 
tive in London mi the Imperial general 
Staff, was instructed lo visit and re- 
port on Hie military academics ata' 
Woolwich and Saudhuru. and at West 
l'oint, U.S.A., and on his return to 
Australia in May. 1910, steps were tak- 
en immediately for Ihe selection of a 
college site and for the organisation 
of ihe necessary stuff. Colonel Bridges 
being appointed cummnuduut of the 
college with the rank of brlgndlcr- 
gcncrul. Ai the first entrance c.\- 
linillialioil in robru iry. 1911, 32 candi- 
dates, representing each of the six fed- 
erated states, qualifl-d fur admission, 
and -at a similar examination held in 
New Zealand, 10 competitors were suc- 
ée; Hf 111. 

The college was officially opened on 
June 27, 1911, by Lord Dudley, Govern- 
or-Goneral of Aiisirjllt. who, in bis 
address on the occasion, announced 
Unit Ills Majesty the King had been 
pleased to grant the title "Itoyal" to 
I he college to which at the same time 
the Covern.ir-rioncrnl al.m presented a 
signed portrait nf ICdwnrd VII. In 
August, 1912, Mr. Ih-y.-e. the British 
Ambassador at Washington, visited the 
college, and after inspection, delivered 
an address lo the cadets In the lecture 
theatre.

FRANŒ 

Artillery deeds from the sea to the Oise have marked the con- 
11k I in the northern part of the western lines. In the Argonne sev- 
eral attacks of the German infantry have been repulsed. The 
French are making desperate attempts to cut the German lines of 
communication in Champagne but as yet have been unsuccessful. In 
Alsace, the French lines now lie on the north, south and west of the 
German stronghold of Mulhausen. 

RUSSIA 

Russia s northern army is still advancing in East Prussia and 
is now only eleven miles from Strassburg. Several minor victories 
have been gained by our Allies in this region but they are probably 
only the preliminaries of a tremendous struggle about to be staged. 
Along the-B/.ura the Russian positions have been strengthened. The 
infantry battle appears to have ceased and both sides have opened 
up a heavy artillery fire. The Russians have attempted the offens- 
ive in this region but have met with little success so far. In the 
Black Sea the Russian destroyers bombarded Choppa. The Bres- 
lau attacked some destroyers near Batum but was driven off by the 
guns from the fort. 

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY 

1 he Russian position in the Carpathians is much more favour- 
able than it has been for the last few days. The Austro-German 
offensive has been checked and the positions reversed as the Rus- 
sians are now advancing through the icy passes into Hungary. At 
Lupkow and Beskid, the enemy's forces have been compelled to re- 
treat. It is reported that the Austrians attacked Roumain guards 
at 1 um/vrin. No confirmation has been received, however. 

BRITISH EMPIRE 

Considerable interest is being taken in the attitude which will be 
adopted by the neutral governments, especially the United States, 
on British merchant ships using neutral flags.
